convention at Chicago. This action 
was taken after the camp had listen­ 
ed to a ringing speech by John A. 
Fox of Norman, one of the leading 
Woodmen of Oklahoma. 
Mr. Fox narrated his experience 
with other fraternal order and men-] 
t toned 
his long 
service 
for 
the 
Woodmen order. He asserted that 
after he had worked for the order 
twenty-five years his assessment had 
been raised IOO per cent by the ma­ 
chinations of W. A. Frailer, the 
leading official of the order. “Fra­ 
zier is brainy, all right. 
He is 
shrewd. But he is money mad and 
unprincipled,” said Mr. Fox. “The 
kaiser of Germany never had more 
absolute power than Frazier has or 
was more grasping for more power.” 
“All of us know that the order 
is in sound condition financially. 
We have been collecting enough 
money to take care of all death 
losses. Frazier has told us time and 
again that the order is on a solid 
basis. Only recently he stated that 
if the rates are ever revised, they 
will be revised downward. And at 
the very time he made this state­ 
ment he was laying his plans to 
have the rates increased.” 
The speaker told of the manner 
in which rates and salaries were 
raised at the meeting in Chicago. 
He made a caustic attack on the 
Oklahoma delegates because of their 
expense bills filed after their return 
from the Chicago meeting. He as­ 
serted that it is because of high 
salaries and other 
extravagances 
that the attempt to increase the 
membership rates has been attempt­ 
ed.

DALLAS, Tex., Dec. 31.—Census 
supervisors from the eight congres­ 
sional districts of Oklahoma and 
from sixteen of the eighteen Texas 
districts in conference here with 
William C. Hunt, chief statistician 
of the national census bureau, dis­ 
cussed the best methods of carry­ 
ing out the census and inventory 
which commences January 2. Mr. 
Hunt explained the work to be done 
and advised the supervisors regard­ 
ing many obstacles that have arisen 
in the various districts. 
The question of securing suffi­ 
cient enumerators to carry on the 
work was the most common diffi­ 
culty 
reported. The compensation 
of enumerators—four cents per cap­ 
ita—was not sufficient to attract 
capable men, some of the supervisors 
said. Mr. Hunt explained the rate 
was fixed 
by law 
and coudldnt 
deviated from. 
After the conference Mr. Hunt 
expressed pleasure at the 
interest 
shown by the supervisors and pre­ 
dicted the work in Oklahoma and 
Texas would be handled conscien­ 
tiously and competently. In a state­ 
ment he said: 
“People must *be made to under­ 
stand the work of taking the census 
is of a patriotic nature and they 
should perform it acordingly. 
The 
census taking is a long established 
custom of the government and the 
best interests of the people require 
that it be done carefully and ac­ 
curately. People should consider it 
a privilege to serve their government 
in this capacity and should not 
expect exorbitant renumeration. 
“There are 87.000 enumerating 
districts in the United States and 
more than 90,000 enumerators will 
operate in them. The enumeration 
will begin January 2, and will be 
completed by February I, at the 
latest, so the enumerators will be 
engaged but one month. Most any 
man could spare that time for work 
of the importance ‘ this is.”
